Merriwether will be remembered as_ having 
visited Edmonton in August of 1893. His 
sketches,besides being iengthy are interest- 
ing, and contain fairly accurate information. 
Mr. Merriwether evidently saw with both 
eyes and heard with only one ear when 
visiting the metropolis of the north. 


PAassENGERS and mails arriving on Thurs- 
day's train crossed the river in small boats 
amidst floating ice and under circumstances 
of very great danger. The mails came over 
Thursday night, but passengers had to wait 
until Friday. Several families of settlers 
including a nuuber of women and children 
were brought across in the small boat. Ice 
ran nearly all day Friday, but towards 
evening jammed clear across at both bends. 
On Saturday morning it still held and the 
river was running clear between, which 
made crossing in the small boat perfectly 
safe. Of course crossing with teams has 
been suspended since Wednesday night. 


A MEETING of the mock parliament was 
held in the fire hall on Thursday evening, 
there being a larger number of persons pre- 
sent than there were onthe first occasion. 
Mr. Spurr occupied the chair, Dr. Goodwin 
read the minutes of the previous meeting 
and Mr. Hockley read the report of the 
committee formulated to draft recom- 
mendations. Thier report was adopted 
clause by clause. M. McCauley was elected 
governor general and in a short speech call- 
ed upon C. M. Woodworth to form a cab- 
inet. This Mr. Woodworth explained he 
could not do until he knew the political 
leanings of the members; but promised to 
have a cabinet formed before the next meet- 
ing and declare the intentions of the gov- 
ernment. A list of members having been 
formed, their constituences were chosen and 
political leaning signified. The result gave 
the government a majority of one with five 
independent members. 


Ww. Loven, who represents Major & 
Eldridge, commission merchants of Van- 
couver, has gone east to make business ar- 
ran nts for the shipment of supplies to 
the firm he represents. He says that with- 
in the past two weeks two firms in Van- 
couver, and~ one in Victoria have received 
2000 Ibs. of butter each from Ontario. They 
have been compelled to do this because they 
cannot procure butter inthe Northwest 
Territories although they would much 
prefer to doso. This firm is also receiving 
all its hams, bacon and eggs from Ontario. 
Mr. Lough says that a most profitable trade 
might be built up in poultry and eggs with 
uhe farmers of Alberta if they would raise 
more for shipment. Especially is this so in 

because the Ontario farmers are now 
making shipments of eggs to England, and 
as eggs are bought there by weight and 
not by numbers, the large eggs are shipped 
to England while British Columbia comes in 
for the smaller ones. In everything he says 
there is a big demand that the Territories 


do not begin to supply.

| ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY. 
From the statement submitted at the 

general meeting of the Electric Light 

Co. held on Wednesday evening last 


it appeared that the. receipts for the | 


year ending Oct. 31st, 1894, were 
£4,236.45, as compared with a re- 
venue of $3,995.21 for the year ending 
(ict. Bist, 1893. For the past year the 
running expenses were $3,106 39, as 
eompared with $3,928.73 for the pre- 
| ceeding year. Interest and discounts 
for the past year were $400.90. The 
| excess of income over running expenses 
and interest during the past year was 
| $729.16 as compared with a loss of 
$796.18 during the preceeding year. 
| The present power plant of the com- 
| pany includes two 65 horse power boil- 
|ers,anew 150 horse power engine 
|just being put in place, and a 
|dynamo capable of carrying 1,500 
lights. At present the company carry 
| 749 lights and have orders for 120 
|}more to be put on as soon as the new 
engine is in place. During the past 
year 44 lights were cut off. The water 
supply has been a constant source of 
expense and loss ever since the com- 
mencement of operations, but this diffi- 
culty has now been finally overcome, 
and no more trouble need be auticipat- 
ed on that score. The limited number 
of lights which it was possible to carry 
| with the plant lately in use kept down 


_ the earning power of the company with- 
out keeping down to a corresponding 
degree the expenses. With a large in- 
crease in the carrying power and with- 
out a corresponding increase in the ex- 
penses, prospects for profitable operation 
are fairly good.

Deer were 
plentiful, and while not hunting I was 
studying language. I discovered that 
Esquimaux Lake is merely a chain of sma | 
lakes, beginning not far from the Mackenzie 
river, about 300 miles south of the mouth, 
running in a northeasterly direction and 
emptying into the Arctic ocean near Cape 
Bathurst. One summer I explored the 
delta at the mouth of the Mackenzie and I 
found many inaccuracies in the maps and 
charts. The great river itself is some dis- 
tance trom the place assigned to it on the 
maps. New islands are being formed at the 
mouth. When Mackenzie discoverd the 
river about 100 — ago, he reported clear 
water north of Holket Island. Now he 
would have to pass many islands north of 
that island to find clear water. The river is a 
tremendous stream—one of the greatest in 
the world. The quantity of sediment it 
carries down is enormous. One summer 
was spent exploring the country west of the 
Mackenzie. I started out as soon as the 
snow left the ground, with two natives and 
acsended the Peel River as far as its source 
in the Rocky Mountains. This was the 
wildest country I saw. I ascended some 
mountains over 5,000 feet high, and found 
little snow on them.” Count de Sainville 
recently sent to his relatives the first Jetters 
he hada chance to mail in five years. He 
expects to return to France and write a 
book.
